The Alfonso XII hot returned to the 
scene of the wreck with a company ot' 
divers and diving appliances for the pur- 
pose of removing the bodies from the 
sunken ship and examining the condi- 
tiou'of thft vessel with a view to ascer- 
taining the possibilities of raising her. 
Until sometniug further is beard from 
the Alfonso XII uothiiigcau be dellmtu- 
ly known, buc all hands are undoubted- 
ly lost. 


Tho war vessel left Tangier on March 


10 for Cadiz and her whereabouts has 
not been definitely ascertained nntil 
iiow.

Eight Hundred Men StopWork 


in the Pomeroy Bend. 


THEY OBJECT TO A REDUCTION.

POMEKOT, O., March 20.—At a mass- 


meeting hero yesterday afternoon the 
800 coal miners iu the Pomeroy bend re- 
solved to strike against the proposed re- 
duction of ^He-fourth of a ceut per 
bushel. They demand 3 cents. The 
strike is already iu effect. 


The strike was unexpected and was 


the result of the operators of the Pea- 
cock mine cutting the miners wages 
one-fourth cent from the contract signed 
May last for one year for 2 cents per 
bushel. As yet but three largo mines 
ore effected, the Peacock, MiuerhVille 
und Syracuse, throwing piobably -100 
men out of employment, and stopping 
three salt; works. 
The miners declare that all the mines 
will close down to compel the operators 
to come to torms. Committees were 
appointed to visit the Peacock mine nnd 
induce the miners to como out peace- 
ably. 
The operators held a meeting yester- 


day evening to consider tho strike, but 
Captain Ebersbach, superintendent of 
tho Peacock mines, refuses to restore 
the price, and as a consequence the 
others can not do so, being competitors 
in the bame market. 


A geuend effort is being made to set- 


tle the difficulty without a prolonged 
and disastrous strike. Caphun Ebors- 
bach is being harshly criticised by tho 
miners for precipitating a &triko at the 
best season for work.

Henry guwart Approve, the Following 


Model For • Dairy Stable. 


A correspondent ..writes to Country 


Gentleman: I am going to build what I 
hope to make a model and the most per- 
fect boose for 13 cows. M; chief quan- 
dary is how large to make the dairy, 
wbioh is to include necessary plant, re- 
frigerator or refrigerators. The building 
is for private use only, and all the ma- 
chinery to be operated by hand power. 


In reply to this correspondant Henry 


Stewart writes: There are at least two 
Indispensable requisites for a perfect 
house for cows, and a perfect house 
might well be called a model. Of course 
tastes differ, but ample space and con- 
venient arrangement are certainly two 
indispensable requisites in this connec- 
tion. The accompanying diagram is a 
copy of a cow stable that has been found 
entirely satisfactory to many persons 
who have enacted precisely the condi- 
tions of orjr correspondent. It is roomy. 
Each cow has four feet of stall and feed- 
ing box. The depth of floor from man- 
ger to glitter is five feet. The feeding 
boxes are two feet wide and are so ar- 
ranged that the food is thrown on the 
floor, but the cow cannot get her feet 
over the partition, this being made V 
shaped for the cow to get her head to 
tlio feed, while a low wall in front at 
the feeding passage holds the food from 
scattering. A water supply arrangement 
may he flttod tn the feedboxes if do-

tlu, to havo a ^nfTicient partition bc- 
twcon cows that each may lio cafe from 
clanger of bPing trodden on by her neigh- 
bor. 
By fitting up such u stable as this 


with HOMIO attention to ornament it will 
make a liamlhonio structure, while -with 
the most economical style of building 
it will bo neat and attractive—at least 
it has proved so in many instances. 


The dairy haute should be sufficiently 


distant from tho stablo so tbat no offen- 
sive odors may roach it. 
This is of the 


greatest importance. For 12 cows a 
building 16 by 34 foet will be largo 
enough. It should have two apartments, 
ono 16 by 8, for tho cold setting room, 
in wbicli will be an ice closot with a 
door opening into this room, and an 
outside one for putting tho ice into tbe 
refrigerator in which butter is stored. 
The other part of tho building will 
serve for a churning room and fur put- 
ting up tbe butter. A porch will hold 
fuel and such things ns may need a sep- 
arate storing place. An attio will be 
useful for storing packages lor the but- 
ter. If it is desired to nso a separator, a 
small annex for an oil engine may be 
attached as n wing. 


The Co-operative Creamery. 


Eight years ago a creamery agent 


•wished to sell a plant to the people of 
a neighborhood in La Ciosso county, 
Win., says acorrespouclGnt of The Rural 
Now Yorker. He charged $5,000for his 
machinery. It was more than the farm- 
ers •would pay, and they retired. 
Soon 


afterward, however, two merchants who 
traded in butter bought tbe necessary 
machinery for |1,600 and started tho 
creamery on their own account. 
The 


flrst year of its existence it paid the farm- 
ers $00,000 for their oream. 
New 


buildings and machinery bad to bo add- 
ed from year to year as the creamery 
increased its business. 
After five years 


the farmers bought out tbe merchants 
and began to run the enterprise them- 
selves on the co-operative plan.

It is most desirablo tbat a dairy farm 


ihonld be in a dairy district, for thera 
the creamery and cheese factory will b« 
found near by, or if tho products are 
•worked up on the farm or intended so 
to to nenrness to a large town or city 
or railroad will double tha value of the 
laud very easily. Good roads are a ne- 
cessity, and these can only bo had with 
good neighbors. A noted fine hotter 
dairyman who was seeking a change of 
his location found a farm exactly suited 
in every respect except this one and 
the generally dilapidated condition of 
the fences and the buildings in the 
neighborhood. 
But ho refused to settle 


in such a place for the reason that it 
would be throwing away—to a largo ex- 
tent—the money he intended to invest 
ia fine stock and general improvements, 
for, as be enid, it will bo impossible to 
soli good stock at his prices in snob n 
neighborhood as this, and ho would be 
ashamed to have n visitor call on him 
Vfith such surroundings. 


This was n good business view of the 


matter, and any dairyman -who has Belt 
respeol and desires tomaka a good busi- 
ness for himself cannot afford to take 
a farm for nothing under Buch circum- 
stances. He might almost as well bury 
himself in the depths of tho ancient for- 
est and begin anow to clear the land for 
himself. Good roads aud neat, clean 
buildings and fences are tho apparent 
evidencesot civilization and rofinemeut, 
and aa tho good dairyman must, aa has 
been shown, bo a person of such charac- 
ter his surroundings must be in accord- 
ance with it, not only for his comfort, 
out for the success of his business.—

Why We Sr.lt Batter. 


Many imagine that if butter is to be 


liept for any length of time a greater 
nmonut of salt is needed to preserve it 
than if intended for immediate consump- 
tion. Salt ia ouly needed in butter to 
season it, in tho same way aa it is re- 
quired in nil other foods, and to preserve 
the ctird iu tue butter, but this currt 
forms only about 3 per cent of the whole 
quantity, BO that veiy little Halt is re- 
quired for its preservation. Only enongh 
salt to sait the tasto should be used. 
Usually abont three-quarters of an onnoo 
to tho pound ia sufficient 
Butter well 


made and packed so as to exclude tho 
air will keep for a ranch longer period 
than it will if highly salted and left ex- 
posed to tbo action of the atmosphere. 
By lining the package with parchment 
paper, which is impervious to air, and 
spreading a Inyer of salt paste over the 
top a considerable advantage is secured 
over the old style of packing, for if 
choice butter were placed iu a hermetic- 
ally sealed package it -would keep for a 
very long tiuie. The butter maker should 
aim to put the butter up in an attractive 
manner, for thin frequently assists in its 
Bale.—Address by Professor Zufelt.

A bill has been Introduced in the

There should 
be created a sentiment that net earn 
ings are the test of capacity and that 
a large ratio of net earning* to ton- 
nage is the reul mark of ability in 
railway management.
